Among the European strongholds 
Saloniki, at which France landed 
troops when Bulgaria’s attitude be- 
came threatenirs, has always been 
conspicuous on xccount of its strategic 
position at the head of the gulf of Sa- 
loniki. The city was captured by the 
Greeks in the Turko-Balkan war. It is 
140 miles south by west of Sofia. The 
city has been described as one of the 
most picturesque in Europe, its houses 
rising in terraces from the flat shore to 
a height crowned by the seven towered 
citadel. Italy’s entrance into the Bal- 
kan situation brings into prominence 
General Porro, chief of staff of the 
Italian army, who planned a possible 
Italian expedition to the Balkans.

“On the northern frontier the enemy 
has crossed the Save at Yarak, the Isle 
of Progarska, at Zabrez, opposite Os- 
trusnitza and at the great Isle of Cig- 
anlia and on the Danube at the Bel- 
grade fortress, at the quay and at Ram. 

“The advance guard which crossed 
at the Balgrade fortress has been part- 
ly destroyed and partly captured. 

“At Yarak, Zabrez and the Isle of 
Progarska, after several fierce attacks, 
the enemy has been pinned to the yery 
brink of the river with enormous 
losses. At the other crossing points 
the struggle continues. 

“At Belgrade two officers and over 
one hundred soldiers were captured, of 
whom 18 were from the 204th infantry 
regiment of the 43d German division. 
Among the captured were also soldiers 
of a Prussian brigade belonging to the 
15th army corps, which came here from 
the Italian front.”

NEW PROGRESS 
BY THE FRENCH. 


Paris, October 8.—The French official 
statement reads: 

“After an intense bombardment with 
shells of various calibers the Germans 
attempted today a very violent attack 
against Loos and its northern and 
southern approaches. This .a’tack was 
completely repulsed, and the attackers 
suffered heavy losses. 

‘In Champagne we have made new 
and perceptible progress to the south- 
east of Tahure. We have gained a 
foothold in the fortified work ‘Le 
Trapezex,’’ and carried several trenches 
and two blockhouses included in the 
salient still held by the enemy in front 
of his second line of defense. 

‘More than two hundred prisoners, 
a bomb thrower and some machine 
guns were captured by us.

to Sondernach.” 

The Belgian official communication 
issued today says:

‘ents 


Cline, 


GREAT AERIAL ARMY 


~ FORMED BY FRANCE 


Army Is Formed in Divi-, 


sions and Squadrons With 


Aeroplanes to Squadron. 


Paris, October 8.—An aerial army no 
longer is a dream of romance. Such an 
army formed in divisions and squad- 
rons, with -battle aeroplanes, cruiser 
aeroplanes, scouts and torpedo-planes, 
all armored heavily and carrying 3- 
inch cannon and rapid-fire guns, is a 
reality. It has been made possible 
through the remarkable development 
of military aviation in France. 

The French government today per- 
mitted the first inspection of its new 
fleet of aeroplanes. Opportunity was 
given to inspect the large and small 
types of the new battle planes and 
watch them as they were maneuvering 
high in the air, firing round after round 
from their 3-inch rifles while they 
soared, looped and darted about. 

The minister of war, Alexandre Mil- 
lerand, assigned two military experts 
of the staff of the aviation service— 
Captain De Lafargue and Lieutenant 
Paruf—to conduct the correspondents 
first to one point, the name of which 
may not be mentioned, where the new 
fleet of battle craft had been assem- 
bled, and later the aviation school at 
B——, where one hundred military 
aviators were learning to navigate the 
new war craft. 

Monster Battle Plane. 

The aviation field is a vast enclosure. 
Entering the field a monster ‘battle 
plane loomed up 30 feet high, with a 
number of planes stretching 130 feet 
across. Further back was ranged the 
fleet of battle cruisers and scout planes. 
They were formed like a batallion, 
twenty planes in row across the 
front and ten deep. The huge wings 
made a front half a mile wide. 

The battle plane and all the crulsers 
were armed heavily. Each carried both 
the S3-inch cannon and the rapid-fire 
guns. 

The huge battle plane was the chief 
center of attention. . The engineer whe 
constructed it explained the detalls. 
The officers said this was the first 
actual realization of the battle plane, 
other aerial dreadnaughts having 
proved to be impractical. This monster 
actually flies carrying a crew of 12 
men, with two cannon on the wings 
throwing 8-inch stee projectiles. 
Three trial flights havé been made, 
demonstrating that it has the steadi-

Armored Cruiser Acroplanes. 


The armored crulser aeroplanes then 
were brought out and put through tests 
high in the air.
